Burns At Open Grate Are 


Fatal to Mrs. Oliver Haynes 


Mrs Oliver Haynes, 66, was fatally 


burned Monday afternoon, when her 
dre&s caught fire at an open grate. 
Death came shortly after 1 o'clock 
this afternoon The accident happen- 
ed at the Haynes home, two miles 
south of Newark on the Jackson- 
town pike, about two o'clock 


Mrs Haynes had been an invalid 


for the past year, and her nurse was 
attending to some duties in another 
room. 
In some way unknown, the 


clothing of Mrs. Haynes, who was 
standing in front of the gas grate, 
ignited 
and almost 
instantly she 


was enveloped in flames. 


Before the fire could be smoth- 


ered and the clothing removed the 


body and head were terribly burned. 
It is thought that she inhaled the 
flames. 
Mrs. Haynes, was the daughter oi 


Joseph Moore, and was a native oi 
Licking county. The home in which 
she lived was the Moore homestead 
and was known as Rose Cottage. 


She is survived by her husband 


two sisters Mrs. Henry Fleek and 
Mrs. Clara Ogden.

Both sides are agreed that the fu- 


ture of the bituminous and anthra- 
cite industries will depend largely 
upon the basis of settlement of these 
three demands 
It 
is freely 
pre- 


dicted that operators of bituminous 
mines will make no move to settle 
the strike which also will close their 
mines April 1, until a wage scale is 
fixed for the anthracite industry. 


Neither side looks for an easy vic- 


tory m the present conference. The 
miners with the knowledge that ev- 
ery anthracite colliery in the United 
States is unionized and will cease 
production on the date fixed, assert 
their men are "willing to go on a 
long vacation " Thus thej say, they 
can take their time to thresh out the 
whole situation in the anthracite in- 
dustry as it affects union labor. 


The operators also express a will- 


ingness that the mines shall cease 
producing, temporarily. They have 
taken a positive stand against any 
increase in miners wages and have 
announced their itention of using 
every means to negotiate a new con- 
tract on a basis of decrease from the 
present schedule.

Right down in the heart of New 


York is a lighthouse, the most won 
derful lighthouse in the world. 


All out of sight of water, it stands 


on 59th street, towering above rusty 
little antique shops and restaurants 


The lighthouse is for the blind. 
There, blind children, denied by 


the sightlessness of their e>es the 
games and fun of other children, 
learn to work and play. They learn 
to become useful citizens. 
The lighthouse came into being 
through a concert which Miss Wini- 
fred Holt attended about the j ear of 
1803. 
Miss Holt was in Italy, she at- 
tended the concert \vith her sister. 
Edith, now the wife of Dr Blood- 
sood of Johns Hopkins University 
Near her sat a group of ioung men 
whose •very evident emojment of 
the music attracted her attention 
Miss Holt discovered that the 
young men were blind and inquiring, 
found that it was the custom to give 
unsold concert tickets to the blind 
The idea impressed hei. She re- 
turned 
to 
America 
enthusiastic 
about it 
Gathering a group of 
fmnds she organized a committee to 
take care of distribution of tickets 
which Walter Damrosch arranged 
for.gradually the thing grew until 
Miss Holt opened her own home, 
44 East 78th street, for small classes 
for the blind. She furnishes light, 


heat and supplies until' fritends be 
came interested enough to assist. 


In 1906—still existing on volun- 


tary 
offerings — the 
organization 


moved into the building on 59th 
street and became known as the 
lighthouse. 
There it has established a shop 
where all manner of woven things 
are on sale and workrooms where 
women learn to weave and are paid 
for the work thev do, a gymnasium, 
swimming pool, a music room where 
girls may learn pipe organ, piano or 
•uolin, and a business school, where 
girls learn typing. 
There are no age limits for the 


students of this school and no tui 
tion. 
Under its supervision little Mary

Eggs may appear in the salac 


with quite as much value to the 
whole meal as if they constitute the 
mam dish or a rich dessert. 


The thing to remember is that 


hard boiled eggs or eggs in any made 
dish are a bit harder to digest than 
plain, soft boiled or poached eggs 
Use plenty of bran breads and muf 
fins.

Too 
much water makes the eggs break 
during cooking. 


Cover the pan and bring slowly to 
the boiling point.

the bubbling point for half an hour. 
Eggs "hard boiled" this way are 
more easily digested, the white does 
not get tough and leathery and the 
jolk is dry and mealy Plunge eggs 
immediately into 
cold water. Let 


stand 15 minutes, changing the wa- 
ter as soon as the 
eggs make it 


warm. Tap the shell lightly, break- 
ing the entire surface. 


Very fresh eggs are hard to re 


move from the shell without making 
the egg white rough This thorough 
tapping of the shell makes it possi 
ble to shell even a new laid egg 
smoothly.

vides a whole egg for each service. 
Eggs in Jelly. 
Four hard boiled eggs, 1 tablespoon 


granulated 
gelatine, 
1 teaspoon 


onion juice, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 8 tea- 
spoon pepper, 4 teaspoons minced 
parsley, hearts of lettuce, mayon- 
naise. 
Prepare eggs as in preceding rule 


Soften gelatine in one-quarter cup 
cold water. Let stand 15 minutes. 
Pour over one and one half cups boil- 
ing water. Let stand till cool and 
add onion juice, salt and pepper. Put 
one teaspoon of the gelatine in each 
mold and add a slice of egg Cover 
with gelatine and when beginning 
to set add another slice of egg Con- 
tinue layer for layer 
until all is 


used 
The gelatine will set very quickly 


and by the time the last mold is 
finished the first mold will be ready 
lor the next layer. Let stand on ice 
till very firm and thoroughly chilled. 
Unmold and roll 
each in 
minced 


parsley. 
Put in a bed of lettuce and fill one 
heart of the lettuce 
with 
mayon- 


naise. 
Egg and Beet Salad. 
Alternate slices of pickled Beets an 


hard boiled eggs on a bed of curly 
rndive. Serve with 
plain 
French 


dressing. Mayonnaise does not com- 
bine well with beets. 


Rgff and Spinach Salad. 


Four hard boiled eggs, 2 pounds 


spinach, 2 tablespoons butter, 1 dos- 
sprtspoon flour, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon 
wppcr 
/ Wash spinach carefully and cook 
IT minutes in a covered pan in its 
own juice. Rub through a finp sieve. 
Molt butter in a smooth pan and add 
spinach puree, lemon juico and salt 
and pepper. 


Sift over flour, stirring constintlv, 


ind cook five minutes. Lino a mold 
with slices of hard boiled eggs, pour

Bolshevists Hear He Will 


Lead Army Against 


Baku Riches. 


Has Army of 30,000 Men 


In Barracks At 


Belgrade. 


London, March 25.—(By NEA)— 
With the wickedest city in the world 
as his objective. General Baron Peter 
Wrangel will muster his 30,000 shat- 
tered troops and enter upon a new 
military 'offensive, bolshevist offici- 
als here say they are informed. 
Wrangel, 
bolshevists say, will 
march on Baku, capital of the baby 
republic of Azerbaijan, most prolific 
single oil-producing center in the 
world. 
Baku, before the war characterized 
by the gambling, vice and general 
looseness of an oil boom town made 
jjoubly worse by its Oriental atmos- 
phere, recently has become a haven 
of war refugees of all races and has 
lost every semblance of law and re- 
straint. 
But that doesn't affect the value 


of Baku's oil. The wells of the dis- 
trict are located very near the city. 
Oil .is piped to- the city and there 
prepared for -export. 
The total output of Baku's wells 
sometimes mounts to 242,321,000 gal- 
lons a year! 
To capture this prize, bolshevists 
say, some French and American oil 
interests will finance Wrangel's cam- 
paign. 
If Wrangel succeeds, he will set 
up a government with himself at the 
head and turn oil concessions over 
to these Franco-American interests.

former 
antibolshevist 


leader in the Crimea, is one of the 
most picturesque characters post- 
war days brought forth. 
He was born Augf. 15. t878, of an 
old Russian noble family which had

STRIKE REMEDY 


RUSSIA PAYS FREIGHT 
ON AMERICAN RATION 


Moscow—A large proportion of the 
money which Soviet Russia itself 
has available for famine relief has to 
be paid to transport the food which 
the American Relief Administration 
is furnishing to L'.000,000 children and 
5,000,000 adults in the Volga region. 
This was revealed in a recent 
speech by M. Kalinin, the "peasant 
president" of Soviet Russia. 
The 
sums expended by the Russian gov-. 
eminent for transport of the Ameri- 
can food from the Baltic, ports to the 
actual famine areas, said M. Kalinin, 
almost equal the cost of the food. 
Up to da IP, he declared, Russia 
has spent 1.",000,000 gold rubles, or 
about 
$7.500.000 for 
transporting- 


food to the Volga, and, in 1922, will 
have to spend not less than 40,000,000 
gold rubles, which, he added, is not 
less than the American Relief Ad- 
ministration itself spends.

London—Railway officials of Great 
Britain hope that at last they have 
found a means of preventing strikes. 
Elaborate machinery has just been 
devised with that end in view. 
This includes a series of joint com- 
mittees and councils leading up to 
central railway councils for each 
railroad. 
It will work In this way. When a 
dispute arises in one locality it will 
be refrred to a local committee. If 
the committee fai to agree, the ques- 
tion then may be referred by either 
side to a centra railway council. If 
this in turn fail, the dispute goes 
before the council for the whole 
railroad. 
Failure of this council to end the 


dispute will send it automatically to 
the central wage board. 
The scheme was adopted after long 
negotiations between managers of 
the railways and representatives of 
ingenuity can devise.

Ohio chiropractors have been fight- 
ing the law in the courts ever since 
Its enactment in 1915.

Ever since the court of appeals de- 
cision the state medical board has 
been scheduling chiropractic examin- 
ations twice a year, but few took 
them.

The lighthouse came into being

Miss Holt was in Ita1} 
She at 


tended the concert with her sister 
Edith, now the wife of Dr Blood 
good of Johns Hopkins Tjiuversitv 
Near her sat a srroup of v. oung men 
whose veiv evident emoyment of 
the music attracted her attention 


Miss Holt 
discov ered that 
the 
young men were blind and inquiring, 
found that it was the custom to give 
unsold concert tickets to the blind 
The Idea impressed hei 
She re 


turned 
to 
Ameuca 
enthusiastic 
about it 
Gathering 
a gioup of 


friends she orgamz°d a committee to 
take care of distribution of tickets 
which Walter Damrosch arranged 
for. 


Gradually the thing grew until 
Miss Holt opened her own home, 
44 East 78th street, for small classes 
for the blind 
She furnishes light, 


heat and supplies until fi rends be 
came inteiested enough to assist 


In 190G—still existing on volun 


taty 
offerings — the organization 


moved into 
the building on 59th 
street and became known as the 
lighthouse 
There it has established a shop 
where all manner of woven things 
are on sale and vvorkiooms where 
women leain to weave and are paid

When a 
dispute arises in one locality it will 
be refrred to a local committee. If 
the committee fai to agree, the ques- 
tion then may be referred by either 
side to a centra railway council. If 
this in turn fail, the dispute goes 
before the council 
for the whole 


railroad. 
Failure of this council to end the 


dispute will send it automatically to 
the central wage board. 


The scheme was adopted after long1 


negotiations between managers of 
the railways and representatives of 
ingenuity can devise.
